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CROSS ASKS FOR 


~ EXPLANATION 
_ AND GETS IT 


PREMIER TELLS HIM WHY HE 
WAS ASKED TO.QUIT AS 
ATTORNEY GENERAL 


‘ At the opening of the legislature, 
Mr.Crosg rose to express to the house 
hig desire that the premier make a 
further explanation in view of the 
correspondence which has been 
brought’ down upon an order for re- 
turn relating to hig retirement from 
the government as attorney general. 
“It ig time that an explanation be 
made,” said Mr. Cross. “It is due to 
the members of the legislature, to 
the people of the province, and to 
myself. The prime minister should 
explain why he asked me to retire.” 

Premier Stewart promptly agreed 


in order. The return had asked on'y 
for the correspondence relative to the 
resignation. “I have the right as 
premier of this province to ask for 
the resignation of any member of the 
cabinet with whom I do not feel that 
I can work to the best advantage. I 
wag not satisfied with the conduct of 
the department under Mr. Cross. 
There was no personal ill will, but it 
became advisable to take the step I 
did. There could be no good purpose 


served by a controversy over this 
matter.” 
The premier went on _ to explain 


that Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy left the 
cabinet for personal and _ business 
reasons and apparently with the best 
of feelings toward the other members 
of the government. if 

WANTS OBJECTIONS STATED. 

“It is a matter of relief to me,’. 
answered Mr. Cross, “to hear this 
explanation, for I had heard rumors 
of many other reasons. The premier 
never intimated’ to me before that 
my conduct of the department was 
the sole reason. I would: like to hear 
some of the objections.” 

The premier said he would refer 
to one case of certain detectives be- 
ing retained by the attorney general 
when the provincial police had heer 
taken over by a commission. Two 
of these men were ordered retired by 
an order in council, but when he re- 
turned from overseas he found. that 
Mr. Cross was still keeping them in 
his employ. 

“Either I was to be premier of: this 
province, or the attorney general 
was,” said the premier. 

Mr. Cross said he had no recollec- 
tion of the premier asking for the 
retirement of these men. One man 
was valuable and _ experienced, aud 
had been retained for a time. The 
other man had gone to the police 
force. 

James Weir asked for the where- 
abouts of a “second” letter mention- 
ed in the premier's correspondence, 
but which did not appear in the re- 
turn. 

The premier said there was a sec- 
ond letter, but it was not relative to 
the resignation, for which the corres- 
pondence was asked to be returned. 

In reply to Mr. Weir, Fon. Mr. 
Cross wag going to offer evidence 
regarding the second letter but the 
speaker ruled the question out of or- 
der. Mr. Cross insisted on speak- 
ing and offered to read the letter. 

After some other discussion the 
premier declared that he was perfect- 
ly willing to produce the other letter 
in qustion and attach it to the re- 
turn, the house agreeing to this dis- 
position of the matter.

upon. A committe had been formed 
to attend to the matter. 

The Good Roads committee had 
done a good deal of work, and had 
sent out a memorial on the matter, 
and interviewed the Minister of Pub- 
lice Works. They had been promised 
a ferry across the river this summer. 

A petition had been received from 
Alix asking for their assistance in 
obtaining a transfer track, which Mr. 
Maxwell pointed out would open out 
a large coal area which would give 
Red Deer a great saving to coal con- 
sumers. Mr. Saunders will attand a 
meeting at Edmonton on Wednesday 
to represent Red Deer in this matter. 

In dealing with the work ahead for 
next year, Mr. Maxwell*pointed out | 
that the rehabilitation of soldiers 
and immigration from other parts of 
the dominion would give the Board 
many questions to deal with, and the 
question of vacant lands would have, 
to be taken into consideration. 

He then thanked the executive 
council and the members for their 
work of the past year, and spoke in 
glowing terms of the work of the’ 
secretary, Mr. J. R. McClure, whose 
services to the Board had taken up 
a great deal of his time and cnergy.

Mr. Welliver thought they could

RED DEER CITY 
CHARTER CHANGES 
MEET APPROVAL 


FIXING OF VALUE ON LAND 
AFTER TAX SALE POINT 
AT ISSUE, 


An important amendment to the 
Red Deer City charter, agreed to on 
law com- 
mittee of the legislature, provides 
that no sale by the city of landg to 
which the city has got its title through 
a tax sale shall be decmed to have; 
fixed the actual value of the land. 

A. F. Ewing, West ‘Edmonton, op- 
posed thg amendment on the ecore' 
that it would prevent a judge taking 
such a tax sale price into considera- | 
tion in event of a law suit, but, after 
much argument, the committe decided | 
to grant the request. The amend-} 
ment also provides that in fixing the | 
value of the land, the price which the 
city obtains for it shall not be taken 
into account by any ussessor, court of 
revision, or judge. 

Among other amendments to the 
sume charter which the committee 
agreed to are the following: 

Giving a police officer the right to 
demand the rewelghing of any load 
of coal on the city scales. 

Allowing a purchaser of land at a 
tax sale to rent such vacant prem- 
ises. 

Permitting the city to add names 
which have been ovorlooked to the 
business assessmept after the assess- 
ment has been made. 

Giving the city the right to collect 
rents on property in arrears of taxes. 

Providing that where money is 
paid in under protest to the city 
treasury, after the expiration of six! 
months’ notice to the city action must 
be taken to recover it or the money: 
is forfeited. 

There was a long discussion over 
a clause permitting the city to com- 
promise with owners of property in 
arrearg for taxes so that they can pay 
their arrears in ten annual _instal- 
ments, provided the current taxcs' 
are pald each year. Hon. A. G. Mac- 
Kay, minister of municipalities, ex- 
plained the general bill which he {fs} 
bringing in at this session covering! 
this same point, but the committee 
decided to let Red Deer have the 
clause inserted in the charter.

The President, Mrs. F. W, Galbraith, 
remarked on the difficulties with which 
the Council had had to contend during 
the past year, the many women quali- 
fied for service therein being already 
too busy in other departments; and 
pointed out how, notwithstanding this, 
the women of Red Deer had by means 
of this organization, been able to take 
part as a whole in (1) a national affair. 
the service of prayer for our forces, 
(2) a provincial affair, the legislation 
at the Provincial Executive meeting, 
and (3) a local affair, the sending of 
Christmas boxes to the soldiers. 

As extracts from the letters of thanks 
for the boxes are being published in 
the papers, they were not read at the 
meeting. 

Extracts were then read from a letter 
from Mrs. Edwards, Provincial Vice- 
President, asking for action on the 
amendments to the Criminal Code af- 
fecting women and children, which are 
to come before the House this session, 
and on the question of Land Settle- 
ment, Prohibition,and proposed changes 
in the constitution of the National 
Council. “To make our protests or 
requests effective,” says Mrs. Edwards, 
“we need every group of women, no 
matter how small. As never before do 
we need the women to organize as a 
whole so as to act unitedly on all social 
problems.” 

The Land Settlement question was 
referred to the executive which will 
also look after the prohibition resolu- 
tion. The following resolutions were 
passed: 

1. Whereas the Red Deer Local 
Council of Women is of opinion that 
girls between the ages of 14 and 16 
years, of previously chaste character, 
should have the same protection in all 
other respects as is now afforded by 
Section 301 of the Criminal Code of 
Canada to girls under the age of 14; 
and that girls between the ages of 16 
and 18 years should be granted’ the 
same protection as is now afforded to 
girls between the ages of 14 and 16 
years under Section 211 of the Criminal 
Code of Canada: 

Be it therefore resolved that the Red 
Deer Local Council of Women request 
the Senators representing Alberta in 
the Senate of Canada to support the 
amendments to the Criminal Code af- 
fecting women and children which will 
be brought before them during the pre- 
sent session of Parliament, and that a 
copy of the above resolution be sent 
to each of these honorable gentlemen. 

2. Resolved, that the Red Deer 
Local Council of Women regard uni- 
form representation and uniform fee 
as essential. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the 
local papers, and to Mr. F. S. Simpson, 
the auditor. 

The President announced that, as 
there seemed to be some want of com- 
prehension of the plan of the National 
Council, and its Provincial and Local 
Councils, she would request the Presi- 
dents of the Affiliated Societies to al- 
low her to present the subject to the 
various societies at their respective 
meetings.

en, be wag told by his physician that 
he must have a complete rest and a 
change of location. He was advised 
to go to Algiers, but demurred that 
it was impossible for him to leave the 
work of his diocese. The doctor, how- 
ever, was insistent, stating that the 
Bishop must take his choice between 
Algiers and Heaven. This argument 
‘wag sufficient to impress upon his 
mind the seriousness of his condition 
and face to face with such an impera- 
tive decision, the Bishop replied, 
“Well, if that’s the choice, I will go 
to Algiers.” 

This story suggests that to one 
who has found his true place in life 
and loveg the work he is doing, there 
is very little in the idea of a future 
life, which strongly appeals to him. 
Our interest in life ig not other-world- 
ly or morbid and should not be so. 

It is quite right that we should be 
deeply concerned with the issues of 
life, here and now, and that we should 
not dissipate our energies in vainly 
dreaming of future 
future reward. : 

Nevertheless, we should not become 
so absorbed in the intersts of the 
present world that we should lose 
sight of our eternal destiny and fall 
to appreciate the value of a future 
life, and the effect that a larger hope 
has in moulding our present 
and character. 

The idea of immortality underlies 
nearly all our thinking, and has inten- 
sified man’s fear of punishment or 
his hope of reward. 

In the light of the ethical teaching 
of today these motives, fear of loss 
or hope of gain, which have charac- 
terized the old-time religion, are seen 
to be of secondary importance,and the 
real motive, the desire to attain unto 
righteousness and true nobility of 
life is becoming increasingly evident. 

“To proclaim a gospel which ap- 
peals simply to fear and whoSe salva- 
tion is mainly a salvation from Hell, 
ig to degrade both the gospel itself 
and those who listen to it. “We do 
not serve God as we ought, till we do 
right though God were not.” We 
must hate sin, because of its hateful- 
ness, and love righteousness for its 
own sake. “Thou hast loved right- 
eousness and hated iniquity, there- 
fore God, even thy God, hath anoint- 
ed thee with the oil of gladness.” 

It is becoming increasingly evident 
also that it is more important to 
think of Heaven as a state of charac- 
ter, rather than as a place of material 
splendor. A noted American philos- 
opher, upon being informed by one 
who believed that God governs the 
world by catastrophe, that the world 
Wag coming to an end on a certain 
day, replied “Very well, I can get 
along without it.” What a man is, is 
vastly more important than where he 
is. The heaven of being good is vast- 
ly more satisfactory than any eternal 
condition which may surround us, 
however fair our visions and dreams 
may picture the home of the soul to 
be. :

Regarding the Municipal 
Hail Insurance Act

The Municipal Hail Insurance Act to 
be voted upon by the electors on Feb- 
ruary 27, was prepared by a committee 
of farmers representing the old Hail 
Insurance District and the United Far- 
mers of Alberta. The Committee took 
advice and assistance from wherever it 
could be obtained and they believe the 
Act provides the very best plan of Hail 
Insurance that has been offered to the 
farmers of Alberta. It has been en- 
thusiastically and almost unanimously 
approved by the annual convention of 
the U.F.A., held in Edmonton last 
month, and by the municipal conven- 
tion held in Calgary during this month, 
and deserves the careful consideration 
of every farmer. 

The Act provides that the plan must 
be approved by the electors of at least 
forty-five municipal districts before it 
becomes operative. This means that 
the Hail Insurance district will be big 
enough and strong enough to be abso- 
lutely safe and sound. 

The management of the business will 
be entirely in the hands of a Board of 
Directors to be elected by the farmers 
themselves, This Board will have full 
authority to do everything necessary 
to carry on the business, and for this 
purpose, to borrow the money required 
until the premiums are paid. 

By this plan all crops of grain, un- 
less withdrawn from the operation of 
the Act, are automatically insured for 
$8 per acre. Any farmer who wishes, 
may, on or before June 15, reduce the 
insurance to $6 per acre, or he may in- 
sure part of his crop at $8, part at $6, 
and withdraw part of it, or he may 
withdraw all his land entirely from 
the operation of the Act and carry no 
insurance. In this case he will, of 
course, have no premium to pay and 
will have nothing whatever to do with 
the plan until he applies to be insured, 
which he may do at any time. 

The Act provides that adjustments 
of losses must be made promptly and 
awards must be paid within = thirty 
days of the date of adjustment. The 
premiums will be levied only on the 
crops actually insured. They will be 
levied by the Board in the fall and will 
be high enough to pay all the losses in 
full, all the expenses of administration 
and to provide for a small surplus. 
This surplus will be built up gradually 
until there is enough to carry on the 
business for one year. 

Now, as to the cost: The experience

CLAIMS HUDSON 
BAY ROUTE NOT 
GOOD FOR GRAIN 


JAS. CARRUTHERS WANTS PORT 
OF VANCOUVER GIVEN THE 
PREFERENCE 


Vancouver, B.C., Feb. 21.—The 
Hudson Bay route never will become 
one of the recognized grain exporting 
routes of Canada, in the opinion of 
James Carruthers, of Montreal, ex- 
president of the Canada Steamship 
Limited, and head of the grain ex- 
porting firm bearing his name. 


“There will be only two recognized 
outlets for the great bulk of the Can- 
adian crop and Vancouver will be one 
of these," he said here yesterday. 
“Ag far as the Hudson Bay route is 
concerned, nqt by the greatest stretch 
of the imagination can it ever be 
looked upon as a feasible route for 
relieving the congestion which results 
when the grain commences to move. 
In the first place, the Hudson Bay 
route can be utilized only ai few 
months every year. , 

“What ig needed in the grain ex- 
porting business is the vessel that 
can take on grain and convey it to 
its destination without a second land- 
ing. These vessels can come into 
Vancouver the whole year round, so 
why shouldn't this port be given the 
preference, and let me tell you, the 
near future will see grain flowing 
this way in a steady stream.” 


“At present Montreal is the recog- 
nized grain exporting centre, but this 
has come as a natural result of its 
location and for the same reason the 
grain will come through this port. I 
believe in a short time the railway 
companies will be compelled to rec- 
ognize the policy of shipping all grains 
westward, originating at about Medi-

London, Feb. 21.—Viscount Bryce, 
in the house of lords yesterday, asked 
the government for information re- 
garding the present condition of the 
Asiatic provinces of the Ottoman em- 
pire, and what measures had been 
taken by the allied governments for 
the protection of the unarmed Chris- 
tian population of those provinces. 

Lord Curzon, in reply, said that he 
would endeavor to relieve any anxiety 
regarding the areas over which the 
political influence of the allies ex- 
tended, namely, Mesopotamia, Syria 
and Palestine. 

“In Mesopotamia,” he said, “we, 
have now been securely established | 
for over two years. The advance: 
made in that time in the develop- 
ment of that country in respect ot! 
irrigation, agriculture, the introduc- 
tion of agricultural machinery, the 
education of the children, in fact, in 
the development of the country from 
every point of view, has been amaz- 
ing. More has been done in two 
yearg than was done in the five pre- 
ceding centuries, and it is a proud 
experience to those Englishmen who 
go to Mesopotamia to do their share 
in this great work.” 

“Similar work is being done in 
Palestine and Syria.” 

With regard to the outlying forces 
of the Turkish empire, Armenia, 
Cilicia, Anatolia and Asia Minor gen- 
erally, he could only say that he 
would not like to prejudge the ulti- 
mate decisions of the peace confer- 
ence. In Armenia, great hardships 
were being endured bythe inhabitants 
which were intensified by the scarcity 
of provisions and by lack of means of. 
communication. Missions had been 
sent out and were doing excellent! 
work, but ardent as were the sym-} 
pathies of the allies with these peo- 
ple, if they embarked upon an ardu- 
ous, lengthy and costly campaign in 
Asia Minor, he ventured to think that 
there would be a good deal of pro- 
test. 

At present there were in Syria and 
Palestine more than forty thousand 
unhappy refugees. In Mosopotamia 
there were forty thousand Armenians 
and Nestorians; in Mosul seven thou- 


sand and in Trans-Caucasia nore 
than forty-five thousand. Altogether 
there were 150,000 refugees eing 
kept from starvation by this coun-

EULOGIES IN LEGISLATURE TO

Paris, Feb. 20.—Premier Clemen, 
ceau, described by Lloyd George as 
France's grand old-man, was attacked 
today by an anarchist, Emile Cottin, 
known as “Milou.” Seven shots were 
fired, three of which struck the prein- 
jer. One bullet lodged in the muscles 
of the shoulder, penetrating deeply, 
but so far as it is at present known, 
not injuring the spine or penetrating 
to the lungs. Two bullets’ bruised 
the right hand and arm, while two 
Other bullets are reported to have 
passed through the premier’s cloth- 
ing. 


Brilliant eulogies of the late Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier werg delivered in the 
legislature Thursday on .the passage 
of the resolution expressing sympathy 
in the death of the noted Liberal 
chieftain, both members of the gov- 
ernment and the opposition speaking. 

The speakers included Premier 
Charles Stewart, George Hoadley, 
leader of the opposition, Capt. Robt. 
Pearson, overseas soldiers’ repre- 
sentative, A. F. Ewing, West Edmon- 
ton, and A. G. MacKay, Athabasca. 

All of the speakerg dwelt especially 
on the stainless personal and public 
life of Sir Wilfrid, his courage in de- 
fending his beliefs, and the enormous 
influence hig life has had and_ will 
have in the future on the young gen- 
erations of Canadians. 

Premier Stewart spoke of Sir Wil- 
frid’s genial disposition and the fact 
that Canada could ill afford to losa, in 
these momentous times, a statesman 
of his inspiration, and quoted Premier 
Borden's tribute to Sir Wilfrid. He 
emphasized the fact that one of the 
outstanding things about the late 
chieftain was the fact that he was 
never guilty of making charges which 


CLEMENCEAU PLUCKY. 


At the time of his attempted ass- 
assination, M. Clemenceau had just 
left his home to drive in a motor car 
to a conference with Arthur J. Bal- 
four, British secretary for foreign’ 
affairs, and Colonel Edward M. 
House, of the American peace dele- 
gation. Though bleeding profusely, 
Clemenceau was able to return to 
his home, where he reassured the 
memberg of his household and waved 
aside dnxious inquirers with:

Latest reports from hig attendants 
arg to the effect that his condition 
was satisfactory and that he was 
cheerful throughout the day, despite 
occasional fits of coughing. — 

For the present, it has been decided 
by the surgeons, that the extraction 
of the bullet may not be necessary, 
and arrangementshave been made for 
the taking of radiographs of the in- 
jured parts.

Brussels, Feb. 19.—Maximilian Har- 
den, editor of Die Zunt Zukunft, of|° 
Berlin, in an interview in Lesoire, of 
Brussels, declares that the German 
people were misled as to the cause 
of. the war. They believed at the 
outbreak that Germany was in the 
right and even believe now that the 
right was on their side. a“ 

Emperor William, Harden declares 


wag drawn into the war against his t 


own wishes, but once hostilities ,be- 
gan, it was he who kept alive the 
national hatred and was responsible 
for the method of warfare for which 
the whole world would never forgive 
Germany. 

“Our people did not know,” said 
Harden, “and do not know now. They 
loyally believed that right was on 
their side; if they had not, they would 
not have fought and suffered as they 
did. They believed in a _ coalition 
against Germany. They did not un- 
derstand that Great Britain,. France 
and Russia had no other object than 
to protect themselves against the ad- 
verse designs of the kaiser. They 
did not understand that the violation 
of Belgium was a crime which turned 
the enlightened universe against Ger- 
many. They are still certain that if 
Germany had not invaded Belgium, 
Great Britain and France were ready 
to do so. Personally I do not think 
France ever thought of such a thing, 
and if she had Great Britain would 
not have permitted it. 

WOULD GO THROUGH BELGIUM. 

“That was an old idea of the kai- 
ser’s. In one of his outbursts’ he 
once said to Leopold II; “If there is 
war, I shall go through Belgium. If 
she resists, Belgium will not exist any 
longer.”’ It is the thirty yearg of the 
reign of Wilhelm II which carried 
responsibility for the war. It is the 
preaching which has poisoned youth. 
It is the spirit of militarism that has 
been soaked into the people. 

“Kaiser Wilhelm was drawn into 
it himself,. perhaps against his own 
sentiments. He was not war like; 
he was not even courageous, and I 
know that he did struggle to conquer 
his personal feelings before he could 
be brought to sign the mobilization 
decree, 

“But once war was declared it was 
he who kept alive the national ha- 
tred. 

“It was he who used methods of 
war for which the world will never 
pardon. It causes me terrible pain 
to have to admit this.” 

When the interviewer pointed out 
to Harden that no protests against 
Germany’s methods ever were raised 
in Germany, Harden declared that 
even now not only the actor in the 
tragedy will admit no guilt, but 
that persons who have lost a brother 
or husband in the war desire to cling 
to the belief that they have suffered 
their share of bereavement in a good 
cause; they think it would take away 
from the dignity of their grief if 
they recognize that the cause for 
which their country fought was 
criminal.

It is giving a War Service Gratuity—more than 
any other nation—to keep the soldier going till he 
gets a job.

GENERAL DENIKINE’S ARMY CAN

Odessa, Feb. 13—The anti-Bolshe- 
viki army of General Denikine has 
reached the Caspian sea, having ad- 
yanced 350 versts and captured 31,000 
prisoners, 95 guns and eight armored 
trains. 

In the victorious advance, Gen. 
Denikine’s army scattered a Bolshe- 
vik force of more than 100,000. Bol- 
sheviki war material in railway cars 
which stretched for a distance of 
thirty miles also was captured. 

By hig victory in the Caspian re- 
gion, Gen. Deniking will be able to 
turn his attention to the Don region, 
where the position of the forces op- 
posed to the Bolshevik hag been pre- 
carious for several weeks. 


Gen. Denikine, former chief of staff 
of the Russian army, is the military 
power behind the  anti-Bolshevik 
government of Ekaterinodar, which 
is affiliated in the campaign against 
the Bolshevik with the Omsk gov- 
ernment of Admiral Kolchak. 

For several months Gen. Denikine 
hag been actively engaged against

“The temptationg Which have been 
offered to our men working along 


the border have been very great,” 
says the report, notably Reg. No. 60, 
Constable Smith, A.E. stationed at 
Coutts, who was offered $5,000 to ab- 
sent himself from his detachment for 
two days.” 

The superintendent, Mr. Bryan, 
pays a high compliment to the con- 
duct of the men under such circum- 
stances, 

The superintendent says that as 
Montana hag now gone dry, he an- 
ticipates there will be very little 
liquor brought in from there in the 
future. In his opinion “most of the 
liquor sold in the province of Alberta 
is sold legally through the drug 
stores. There ig a considerable quan- 
tity handled in this way, adds the 
superintendent, “and it ig the drug 
stores that arg doing the bulk of the 
business.” 

The superintendent adds _ that 
liquor handled by the druggists should 
be in government sealed packages, 
sold at government fixed prices, “thus 
curbing the large profits at present 
made, and precluding the possibility 
of tampering with the liquor.” 

The report denounces the making 
of liquor illegally in the province, 
saying it is of the vilest kind. One 
of the latest stills called to the 
attention of the police consisted of 
a radiator of an automobile. 

Referring to the enormous profits 
made by “boot-leggers” and “moon- 
shiners,” the superintendent  suys: 
“A few days ago I wag shown by 


one of our operators a bottle of 
‘Hennessy’s Three Star brandy,’ 
made locally which cost $1.50 to 


make and sold for $15 a bottle. 


LITTLE TROUBLE WITH ALIENS 


The superintendent states that | 
little trouble has been experienced ! 
with alien enemies in the province. 
The total reporting to the outposts 
were 181 Germans, 1461 Austrians 
and one Turk. They voluntarily paid 
in $1,951.18 as subscriptions to the 
Red Cross. 

The report says that during the

STRENGTH OF FORCE. 


On December 31st last, the total 
strength of the force was. seven of- 
ficers, 148 non-commissioned officers 
and men, and 58 horses.

INCREASE ATTRACTIONS ° AND -- 


KEEP BOYS ON 


LANO, URGES 
DR. CREELMAN. : 


Chatham, Feb. 12—The annual 
show of the Ontario Corn Growers’ 
Association wag formally onened to 
the public at the armories this after- 
noon. An inspection of the magnifi- 
cent display of corn and grain which 
is on exhibition fails to reveal any - 
indications that the growers of south- 
western Ontario had anything but a 
most successful year. . 

Judging was in progress as the 
crowds viewed the display, but only 
the general classes open to Ontarlo 
had been judged up to this evening. 

Full credit for carrying on under 
difficulties and providing the  pro- 
vince with the needed seed wag giv- 
en to the corn men ‘this afternoon 
by Dr. G. C. Creelman, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, who addressed 
a meeting in St. Andrew's Hall. 
Another speaker was Professor L. C. 
Burnett, of the Iowa State College 
of Agriculture, who the corn men 
found to be a man with valuable | 
practical ideas. ; - 

Dr. Creelman bad something to say 
in connection with the betterment of 
social conditions in the rural sec- 
tions. “If we are going to keep our 
young people on the farms,” he said, 
“youth must be served. You can have 
a lot of fun at the calf club, but you 
can’t expect a young person of ‘14 
to make a business of it. There is 
a lot of fun in the hard work of the 
farm, too, but I don’t believe it would 
be a bad thing to revive some of the 
other fun we used to have. I want 
you to encourage clubs. Use every 
schoolhouse, light the lights and have 
something there every night. Let 
them debate things and you will have 
better young farmers. 

Speaking of the eradication of 
weeds and insects, Dr. Creelman point- 
ed out the advantage it would be to 
have agriculture taught in the schools. 

“As long as the farmerg are con- 
tented to take a little girl teacher , 
just out of Normal,” he said, “just so 
long will they get the kind of instruc- 
iton they are getting. I think I would 
risk a good many extra dollars to have 
the children instructed in agriculture 
because, it is ag children that they 
should be instructed in it and not 
when they get older.” He urged pro- 
duction of more and better live stock. 
Professor Burnett's address gave 
valuable points in the matter of sel- 
ecting corn for seed and organization 
for distribution. He gave credit to 
the corn organizations. “The corn 
conventions,” he said, “have raised 
the standard of our seed considerably, 
and they have increased the yield an 
average of three bushels an acre all 
over our corn country.” 

The Government display of agricul- 
tural products includes an interesting | 
exhibit of flax capped with the state- 
ment, “Canada’s supply of binder 
twine can be manufactured from the 
flax of the prairies.” Samples of the 
flax show it in various stages of man- 
ufacture from straw to linen, from 
straw to linen bond, and from thresh- 
ed straw to flax fibre felt.

WARNING AGAINST 
POOR SEED 


Some farmers in districts with 
seed oat shortage may be inclined to 
purchase ordinary commercial grades 
for their seed supply without first 
having representative samples tested 
for purity and germination. Many 
apparently good-looking samples of 
oats are very low in germination this 
season. The use of oats for seed 
that ig foul with wild oats and other 
noxious weed seeds is a very serious 
matter on new and clean lands. 


that are frozen or otherwise unsound 
should also be guarded against 
prevent crop failure through poor 
germination. 

Farmers requiring seed grain may 
safeguard themselves by sending a 
three or four ounce sample for purity 
and germination tests to a Dominion 
Seed Laboratory.

THE USE OF HOT-BEDS 
AND GOLD FRAMES 


2 


A hot bed is desirable 
vegetables and flowers are grown in 
Canada. It {3 a: means by which 
plants are grown through their earli- 
er stages in a suitable temperature 
in order to shorten the time of reach- 
ing condition for use or of coming 
into flower. It is the early vegeta- 
bles which are the most profitable 
and most appreciated. Furthermore, 
with a hot bed it is possible to mat- 
ure certain vegetables in parts of 
Canada where, if started in the open, 
they would not ripen before being 
killed by frost. Again, with a hot 
bed it is possible to mature a large 
crop when without one the crop 
would be very small. Certain veget- 
ables also, even if not subjected to 
actual frost, will not grow if the soil 
and air are cold, hence must be start- 
ed in warm soil and warm air such 
as is afforded by a hot bed, and the 
plants grown there are not set out 
in the open until warm weather. 


Such crops as radish, lettuce, spin- 
ach, carrots, and other vegetables 
which will reach marketable size in 
a relatively short season are easily 
handled while the weather is still 
cool in early spring, reach the stage 
when they are ready for use much 
sooner when kept in a hot bed or 
cold frame than if one had to wait 
until the seed were planted in the 
open and the plants developed there. 
There is usually greater danger from 
keeping the hot bed too hot for 
these particular vegetables than 
from its being too cool. Cauliflower 
also can be grown to maturity in hot 
beds, and in places where it is diffi- 
cult, owing to summer frostg or cool 


weather, to grow cucumbers’ and 
melons, a few plants in a hot bed 
will provide a fair supply for the 


family. 


In making a hot bed the conserva- 
tion of the heat in it is one of the 
chief considerations, and to assist in 
this the hot bed should be in a pro- 
tected place, preferably on the south 
side- of a building, wall or close 
board fence where the cold winds 
will be broken and all the sunshine 
possible be obtained. The manure 
used should be hot when it is put in, 
and it should be kept hot by thor- 
oughly banking the outside of the 
frame with manure to. prevent’ the 
cold getting in and the heat getting 
out. It is easier to conserve heat in

OF THE ENEMY 


ESTING GOOD FAITH 


SUPREME WAR COUNCIL ASKS | 


GERMANY TO FURNISH MILI- 
TARY INFORMATION. 


Paris, Feb. 11.—The supreme war 
council met -at the war office at 11 
o’clock this morning for the purpose 
of reaching a final determination of 
the terms of the German armistice. 
There were present, in addition to 
President Wilson and the foreign 
ministers of the great powers, Mar- 
shal-Foch, Field Marshal Haig, Mar- 
shal Petain, General Pershing and 
General Diaz. 

A-full agreement on the terms was 
presented in the report from the sub- 
committee embracing military and 
economic tiembers. The report wis 
unanimous, iv.ciuding the adherence 
of the Amerizin members, Gen. Tes- 
ker H. Bliss ant Norman Davie, 
which indicates that economic meas- 


wherever) ureg figure in the new terms equally 


with military measures. 

The report must be approved by 
the supreme war council before it 
becomes effective. 

The German authorities have been 
asked to furnish information con- 
firming the amount of the war ma- 
terial, cannon, ships and other equip- 
ment. Thig question came up in the 
recent sessiong of the war council, 
when the extent of this war material 
Wag advanced as a reason for taking 
effective measures against the re- 
newal of war-like activity. 

Before determining on any such 
step, it was considered desirable to 
request information both as a memo. 
dealing with the subject, and as test- 
ing the good faith of the enemy in 
disclosing the status of his military 
equipment, 

Although no official communication 
was issued after the meeting, the 
Havag Agency understands that the 
council decided first to place Ger- 
many in a military situation where 
it would be impossible to  re-com- 
mence hostilities. 

It is pointed out that the enemy 
countries are preserving war mate- 
rial permitting them to equip very 
early an army of at least 3,000,000 
men, 

The council decided, secondly, ac- 
cording to Havas, to make Germany 
realize that we areg¢the conquerors 
and that it is not a “white peace” 
that We are seeking to impose on 
her. 

In case Germany submits with 
grace, continues Havas, it is possible

that the Entente would facilitate the; 


resumption of the Entente’s works of 
peace for the benefit of Germany. 
The council also had to examine the 
demand by the Poles that a clause 
be introduced into the armistice that 
agricultural machinery stolen by the 
enemy should be restored. 

The council’s programme also con- 
tained question of effectives, and the 
raising of the blockade concerning 
Turkey and Bulgaria.
